OPERATIONS,  JANUARY, 1925

Geiierul summury.--In the Southeastern States, the h t  
and middle parts of the month were unfavorable for farm 
worh because of frequent rainfall, and soon after the 
middle excessive rains occurred in parts of this area which 
caused flooding of lowlands and washing of fields. The 
high waters were especially bad in central and southern 
Georgia where tlwre was much damage to truck crops. 
Consiclernble plowing was accomplished in the west Gulf 
section, and during the latter part of the month the 
ivariiier weather ant1 generally lighter precipitation 
mitteil niuch outdoor work in Central and Nort ern 
S t at es. 
.I goo(l snow cowr wis present during most of the 

nioiit h over much of the principal wheat-producing area, 
which WRS generally favorable for grains and grass, but 
at the same time the snow-covered range was rather un- 
favorable for stuck interests in inany grazing districts of 
the West. 

Sm1.171 gruins.--'l'he weather of January was generally 
iavorable for winter wheat and other fall-sown 
There wiis some complaint of alternttte thawing anfi2; :  
ing in the extreme lower Great Plains and parts of the 
Ohio Vnlley. but most of the principal Wheat BeJt had a 
ood snow co-rer practical1 t h o u  hout the month. 

FIurins the latter part mucg snow %sappeared in the 
centra Mississip i Valle and Great Plains and many
